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DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

REASiONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. Claims 1 , 2. 5-9 and 12-21 (filed 07/29/2005) are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 1. 8, 15 and 19, Vazran (US 6,324,394), Bharatia (US 
6,138,007) and Tiedemann Jr. et al (US 6,381,454), alone or in combination, fails to 
teach sending a message having the temporary transfer-to telephone number to a 
mobile switching center serving the roaming subscriber unit, after selecting and 
sending, receiving and storing information related to a call request for the roaming 
subscriber unit, and after receiving and storing, receiving a location request message 
from a mobile switching center which homes the temporary transfer-to telephone 
number. 

Dependent claims 2, 5-7, 9, 12-14, 16-18, 20 and 21 are allowable for the same 
reason. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
